H. Kelly, and Mrs. Humby, went threw their respective duties, with 
their usual ability, much to the satisfaction of a numerons audience. — 
In the latter piece, Mrs. T, Hill undertook Mrs. Waylett’s part of 
Ninetie, the latter lady being indisposed. 

Mr. Stansbury will repeat the character of Captain Macheath, this 
evening; his next character will be Hawthorn, in Love ina Village, 
Mr. Benson, of the Surry Theatre, is engaged to play Young Mea- 
dows ; Mrs. Waylett is to be the Rosetta. This does not augur much 
for the strength of the east. 


English-Opera House. 

A Piece, which the bills termed a new Ballad Opera, was produced 
at this Theatre, on Saturday evening ; we were, therefore, much sur- 
prised, and not a little disappointed, in the very first scene to recog- 
nize our old acquaintance, * ’Z'was I.” The rose and the kiss are gi- 
ven to Mary Fairlove, by Henry Fallowfield ; Miss Winifred Virulent, 
overlooks the affair, and communicates it to the lady’s guardian, Mr. 
Richard Roe, who precisely as in La Servante Justifiée, is led by an 
artifice of Mary’s, to believe that he was himself, the favored mortal, 
who presented both. With a view to reconcile the audience to this 
twice told tale, one boasting still greater antiquity, nay dated from the 
heathen mythology itself, was appended to it. Miss Fairlove, Mary, 
we should say, has two sisters, Luey and Ann ; an uncle dies in foreign 
parts, and bequeaths to them £2500, with the addition of an estate, 
worth £1200 a year, to the one who shall be procoureed the plainest 
and silliest of the three. They all display much sisterly affection, in re- 
jecting the latter legacy, and a travelling artist is appointed to decide 
on their respective claims to it. The two best scenes of the piece occur 
here. The second Paris is on the judgment seat, with the apple of dis- 
cord in his hand, speculating on the beauty that is soon to be exposed 
to his admiring gaze, when Miss Winifred Virulent, attended by two 
maidens of the same antiquated hue, makes her appearance ; the ar- 
tist is in despair at his disappointment ; and, after a very laughable 
equivoque, in-which Miss Goward surpassed all our expectations, highly 





, as they were raised, he allots to her the desired fruit, in order to get 


rid of her; but the ancient ladies are scarcely gone, before three 
younger ones, in all the modesty of youth, the charm of beauty, and 
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the simplicity of muslin dresses, appear, to put the powers of the 
judge to a more perplexing, but certainly more pleasing, trial ;—he 
pronounces them equally handsome, and Miss Mary, who, like her sis- 
ters, would sooner have sacrificed the estate than her claims to equal 
beauty, has no objection to be thought the silliest protem, and she 
immediately assumes the miatse.so successfully, as to bear away the 
apple and the estate, which she offers to. share with her sisters, but 
they resign it to her, and she then offers to share it with her lover, 
Henry Fallowfield. In‘%he scene we have described, Miss Kelly acted 
the idiot, as no one but herself could act it; we regretted it was so 
short :—we shall never forget the look with which, when the artist 
tells her she is very pretty, she seated herself by his side. Little 
Harriet Cawse, too, acted and sang delightfally ; but, inspite of these 
excellencies, we think the piece would have fallen, if it had not been 
for the admirable manner in which Miss Goward played the part of 
Miss Winifred: we wish, for her sake, that the character and the 
piece had been a novelty ;—she was honoured with the only encore, in 
a very singular air. The Music is by Louis Maurer, a Hanoverian 
composer, now for the first time introduced to an English audience ; 
the arrangement is by Mr. Hawes, and it could not have been left to 
one more able. The Duke of Devonshire was present, and, it was 
said, the Duke of Sussex and Cambridge.
